1,000  miles  in  length  ihert  are  900,000  well  armed 
tnbeemen  who  aro  aonauntly  causing  trouble  to 

the  British  forces  ajong  the  line  of  hills  which 
rui^  between  the  administrative  border  and  the 
political  Isorder  between  India  and  Afghanletan. 

Tn  inaet  the  recent  troubles  that  have  dpvelnpcd 
two  brigades  of  infantry  and  other  arms  and  a 
portion  of  the  Air  Force  have  been  efttployed. 

FanatlcLsm  has  turned  a  small  afTalr  into  a 
rising,  though  little  enough  news  of  the  happen- 
ingl  haa  coma  to  the  outside  world.  In  the  pre- 
vious miss  rl."!ing  In  1897  the  Brltl.^h  emplAyed 
70,000  troops.  At  present  there  are  only  58,000 
BrIMsh  troope  in  India  and  the  Indian  Army 
numbers  about  130.000.  In  all  4,000  mUee  of 
frontier  have  to  be  guarded. 

t<le«tenant-Qenerai  Sir  George  MaoMunn  ex- 
plains the  prP.'sent  trnublr  a.s  having  two  separate 
fool.

These  nlso  have  been  making  trouble.  In  the 
cour.se  of  the  punitive  expedition  undertaken  by 
Brltisli  troops  the  tower-girt  village  of  Kotkal 
was  bombed.-  Definite  warning  of  what  was  con- 
tempi  ' 'd  was  given.  The  women  and  children 
and  cattle  were  moved  away.  The  tribes,  routed 
out  of  their  huts,  took  refuge  in  catct  on  the 
steep  clifTs  of  the  local  streams,  where,  according 
to  Sir  Oeorge  MacMunn,  they  find  the  Summer 
fleatf  worse  than  the  bombe.  The  present  trouble, 
say.s  Sir  George,  shoulri  not  mature  into  a  large 
rising  because  the  King  of  Afghanistan  Is  not 
likely  to  give  any  sort  of  tacit  support  as  his 
predeces.sor.s  have  often  done  As  well,  thfrO  IS 
no  particular  sign  of  religious  unrest.
